Fahd: Camp David may be 
last chance for M.E. peace 


TEHRAN, Aug. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — Thousands of -angry re- 
latives of last week's Abadan 
theater fire victims clawed 
with police Wednesday, turn- 
ing thek demonstration into 
riots, press reports from Aba- 
dan said. 

Tehran dailies “Ettelaaf 
and “Kaytran” said some peo- 
ple smashed windows and at- 
tacked riot police as more 
than 2,000 fin-waving de- 
monstrators caBed for pun- 
ishment of those _ responsible 
for Saturday’s disaster in' 
which 422 people perished. 

Police reported three I ar- 
rests but no injuries. 

Hie demonstrators also de- 
manded that Abadan chief of 
police Gen. Reza Raztm and 
fire department personnel be 
punished for not getting to 
the scene in time to save the 
victims 

While the grieved and angry 
crowd demonstrated in Aba- 
dan, a memorial ceremony 
was held at Abadan cemetery. 

A dm. Hassan Movaqar, de- 


puty commander of the * Iran- 
ian navy, told 30,000 mourn- 
ing relatives and friends of 
the theater fire victims that 
the government will do every- 
thing in its power to arrest 
and punish those responsible. 

At the same time the gov- 
ernor of Khuzistan province, 
Bagher Nemazi, appealed to 
the public to give the govern- 
ment board of investigators 
every bit of information they 
have about the arson. 

Nemazi also contradicted a 
report “Tuesday by" the Teh- 
ran newspaper " Ettelaaf’ that 
45 more bodies had been re- 
covered from the debris of 
the movie house He said die 
official death toll report re- 
mained at 377 dead and !0 
injured.

He called on the United Sta- 
tes to play a decisive and firm 
role at the meeting- and told 
“Al-Siyassah" newspaper Saudi 
Arabia supported the Camp 
David summit “because it ap- 
pears to be a final thrust which 
could bring a settlement, or 
close the door on peace ef- 
forts." 

Hinting that confrontation 
was the alternative. Prince 
Fahd said: “Camp. David will 
either end this problem in the 
interest of peace or this door 
(to negotiations) will be finally 
shut.” 

Saudi Arabia has backed the 
Sept. 5 summit at Camp David, 
with the aim of promoting 
hope in the talks, he told the 
newspaper. 

“The Arabs have given much 
in the search for peace and 
were extremely flexible. The 
tim e has coroe for the other 
party (Israel) to show flexi- 
bility,” he said* 

“The time has also come for 
the U.S. to be decisive and 
firm, for the Arabs have no 
more to give,” the prince add- 
ed. 

Prince Fahd said Saudi Ara- 
bia supported moves seeking 
an Arab summit to reconcile 
Arab differences “but any such 
summit should be preceded by 
careful preparation.

Last year’s increases were de- 
signed to bring oil prices into 
line with prices of consumer 
and manutaciured goods which 
were rocketing at a dismaying 
rate," Prince Fahd said. 

Asked for his comments on 
developments in Iran, the 
crown prince said it was not 
the policy of the Saudi gov- 
ernment to interfere in the in- 
ternal affairs of other coun- 
tries, but expressed hopes that 
the situation in the neighboring 
country would return to nor- 
mal “because Iran’s security is 
important for the whole re- 
gion.” 


On efforts to control infla- 
tion in Saudi Arabia. the 
crown prince said: “An anti- 
inflationary policy is of major 
importance to the national eco- 
nomy. 

"In the past, government ex- 
penditure was running at such 
a high level that pushed the 
inflation rate to around 28 per 
cent, but with new measures 
this rate has dropped to seven 
per cent." 

Prince Fahd said that, in the 
past, tenders were invited for 
massive projects as a unit, but 
that these projects are non- 
being carried out in phases to 
ease inflationary pressures.

Dollar makes strong recovery 


LONDON, Aug. 23 (R>— 

Expressions of strong Saudi 
support for the dollar and a 
decision by the United States 
to increase sales from its vast 
gold holdings Wednesday sent 
the dollar shooting up in va- 
lue against major currencies, 
on the world’s foreign *<- 
change markets. 

But what was good news 
for the dollar was bad for 
gold whose prices tumbled be- 
low $200 an ounce for the 
first time since rising above 
that psychologically important 
level on July 28. But in Lon- 
don, they, later edged back 
just above that mark. 

On the London Foreign Ex- 
change market— the world’s 
largest — the dollar jumped 


over four centimes to rise 
above 1.70 Swiss francs for 
the first time since Aug. 7. 

In Frankfurt, the dollar at 

one point advanced to 2.0250 
West German marks after fal- 
ling below the two-mark le- 
vel Tuesday. 

The U.S. decision Tuesday 
night to more than double the 
amount of gold for sale at its 
monthly auctions was the se- 
cond Washington move in 

less than a week aimed at 

bolstering the value of the 
doHar, which has suffered a 
spectacular fall during the 
past weeks.

Arab gunman charged 
with murder in London 


LONDON, Aug. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — A young Arab was 
charged in court Wednesday 
with murdering an Israeli air- 
line stewardess during an am- 
bush last Sunday. 

Massive police protection 
surrounded the central London 
Marlborough Street court as 
Fahd Mihyi, 22, was charged 
with murdering 29-year-old hit 
Gidroo during a machine-gun 
and hand-grenade attack out- 
side a London hotel last Sun- 
day. Gidron was buried Wed- 
nesday in Haifa. 

Armed police wearing bullet- 
proof vests 'stood guard around 
the building and sharpshooters 
could be seen on nearby roof- 
tops as Mihyi was escorted to 
the court in an armored van. 

When asked by presiding 
Magistrate David Topkin if he 


had anything to .say, Mihyi re- 
plied: “If you don't release me, 
something will happen to you 
that won’t be good.” 

The judge asked: “Is that a 
formal application for bail or 
is it a threat?" 

Speaking through an inter- 
preter, Mihyi replied: “It’s a 
threat.” 

After hearing the charges 
against Mihyi, the magistrate 
ordered that he be held in 
custody pending trial. 

Meanwhile, police pressed 
their hunt through London to 
piece together the movements 
of another gunman who was 
apparently killed by his own 
grenade during the attack on 
the bus carrying an B'Al flight 
crew.

Foreign exchange dealers 
from New York to Frankfurt, 
however, warned that the in- 
crease in U.S. gold sales to 
750,000 ounces a month from 
November could do little to 
help the dollar in the long- 
term since the move was no 
cure foi the fundamental pro- 
blems of the American eco- 
nomy, which have been be- 
hind the dollar’s decline. 

Although the V.S. Treasury 
last night said the increased 
gold sales would make an im- 
portant contribution towards 
correcting America’s current 
account deficit, the sums die 
gold can raise are small. com- 
pared to the huge shortfall .n 
U.S. payments. 

The decision is in fact seen 
by bullion dealers as likely to 
have a greater impact on gold 
prices than On the dollar. 
Hong Kong dealers predicted 
gold could sink to as low as 
$190 an ounce before picking 
up again under the influence 
of Christmas orders. Should 
the present currency turmoil 
continue, this should also 
boost the price of gold— a tra- 
ditional haven in times of 
monetary unrest and inflation. 

But foreign exchange mar- 
kets and Bank of Japan gov- 
ernor Teiichiro Morinaga 
Wednesday ‘ also recognized 
that the U.S. decision was 
psychologically important as 
a proof of the Carter admin- 
istration resolve to do some- 
thing about the dollar's ‘fall.

The DMC split has been bre- 
wing since Yadin, a renowned 
archaeologist and political no- 
vice, led his party into the coa- 
lition last year against the 
strong opposition of the dovish 
faction, “Shinui,” which is Heb- 
rew for “change.” 

The party campaigned on a 
platform calling for withdra- 
wal from those occupied areas 
“not essential for Israels secu- 
rity.” Shinui. led by lawyer 
Amnon Rubinstein, argued that 
the DMC was being unfaithful 
to its voters by its support for 
Begin, who opposes relinquish- 
ing occupied territory. 

Pollsters say the DMC, once 
seen as a new wave in Israeli 
politics, bad lost 75 per cent 
of its support since the J977 
elections. 

The split was finally precipi- 
tated by elections lasL month 
for the DMC's governing coun- 
cil At the new council's first 
meeting last week Yadin turned 
a routine vote over procedure 
into a vote of confidence over 
his leadership. lie lost by two 
votes out of 113. 

Supporters of the two fac- 
tions met Wednesday to divide 
the parly's assets. Political 
sources said Yadin and two 
other DMC members would 
apparently remain in Begins 
19-man cabinet, but Transport 
Minister Meir Amit. a fourth 
DMC deputy, has not said 
which way he is leaning. 

Late Tuesday Begin had 
’ summoned top party leaders to 


his house for what appeared 
to be a top secret meeting with 
a mysterious guest. 

At the end of the three- hour 
meeting, newsmen saw a car 
speeding out of a side drive- 
way from inside Begin ’s walled 
courtyard in an obvious at- 
tempt to avoid television came- 
ras.

Meanwhile, Sadat has said 
that at Camp David he will 
strive for a permanent peace 
and will not accept any partial 
solutions with Israel. 

Sadat's comments, at a poli-

Sadat drew cheers from the 
crowd of 6,000 politicians, far- 
mers and workers when he re- 
asserted that he will work for 
a lasting peace based on justice, 
peace that cannot be achieved 
unless the Palestinian problem 
is solved. 

“There is no room for any 
partial solution or separate ag- 
reement." he said. 


Beirut sniper fire 
kills 1, injures 11 


BEIRUT, Aug. 23 (Agencies) 
— One person was killed and 
II were wounded by sniper 
fire in central Beirut Wednes- 
day, informed sources said. 

They also said rwo shells 
crashed into the nearby port 
area, but there were no cas- 
ualties. 

Meantime leftist gunmen set 
up “flying roadblocks” in West 
Beirut where at least one pe- 
destrian was shot in the shoul- 
der by a sniper, apparently in- 
tent on disrupting the flow of 
traffic between the two sectors 
of the Lebanese capital. 

The man who died in the 
sniping was a young newspaper 
vendor shot at midday while 
driving his motor-scooter un- 
der a fly-over linking East and 
West Beirut. 

Security forces closed the 
area to traffic, but the sources 
said the vendor's body was still 
lying on the highway six hours 
later. 

There was no indication who 
was responsible for ihc shoot- 
ing. Right-wing militias have 
denied suggestions by Syrian 
peacekeeping troops that they 
were responsible for shelling 
rbe port, which reopened Iasi 
weekend. 

Lebanese Prime Minister Sa- 
lim Hoxs said Wednesday his 


government did not have full 
control of security in the coun- 
try, and that there could be no 
lasting peace without an imp- 
rovement in the tense political 
atmosphere.

California simplifies 
divorce procedures 


SACRAMENTO. California 
Aug. 23 (API — California, 
one of the first states to ap- 
prove the “oo-fauit" divorce, 
has now made it possible for 
some couples to get divorced 
with no lawyer and no time 
spent in court. 

Under a law signed this week 
by Governor Edmund Brown 
Jr., childless couples with limi- 
ted property who have been 
married less than two years will 
qualify as of Jan. 1 for the 
new procedure, which backers 
say will lead to simpler and 
less costly divorces. The only 
payment required would be a 
court fee of 40 to 50. 

The old law allowed do-it- 
yourself divorces, but it requir- 
ed either the husband or wife 
to appear in court. The bill's 
supporters said that most peo- 
ple have been previously too 
intimidated by the complex 
legal system to go into court 
alone without an attorney. 

There were 172,211 filings 
for divorce in the state in 1976-

Even some local tele- 
phone service has been dis- 
rupted in the past few days. 

Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser described the dispute 
earlier this week as “enor- 
mously serious" and said he 
would not allow employees of 
the agency, called Telecom, "to 
blackmail the government and 
the Australian people." Union 
official Len Cooper countered 
that “it is Telecom chat is 
holding the Australian people 
to ransom." 

Tie first glimmer of a pos- 
sible settlement came Wednes- 
day when both sides appeared 
at a mandatory session before 
arbitration Commissioner EJ. 
Clarkson to consider his six- 
point plan aimed at resolving 
the dispute. After a lengthy 
session, Telecom announced its 
acceptance and the union said 
k would hold an executive 
meeting and announce its de- 
cision Thursday.

Crown Prince Fahd has now gone on record as pledging 
that there will be no oil price increase this year and no shift 
from the dollar in oil prices. The crown prince has put 
forward the opioion that despite its weakness, the dollar re- 
mains the strongest world currency and that no other currency 
or basket of currencies can replace it. -A few days back, 
Prince Fahd made a statement supporting President Anwar 
Sadat in going to the Camp David summit. This time, the 
Saudi leader noted ihat the summit represented the last chance 
for peace in the Middle East. 

The Saudi economic and political positions are inter- 
related. In supporting the dollar, Saudi Arabia is once again 
showing its faith in the sincerity of the peace mediator, and 
is making another gesture of goodwill, while at the same lime 
pursuing its economic interests. 

The relative weakness of the U.S. dollar in the last few 
months tends to obscure the fact that it remains overwhelming- 
ly more suitable for oil pricing than the three other major 
currencies (.the Deutschmark, Swiss franc and Japanese yen). 
The difficulty is that there are simply not enough of these 
currencies to serve the types of international transactions the 
dollar has been serving — particularly o3 sales. 

■Furthermore, there is the private consideration for Saudi 
investments in the U.S. (figures of these investments vary so 
widely that they range between 20 and 60 billion dollars). The 
difference only underlines their mammoth size. Here again, 
there have been irresponsible calls to use Arab and Saudi 
investments in the U.S. as a “weapon.” The fact is when the 
investments of one country in another rise to such great pro- 
portions, they become “hostage" rather than “weapon.” It is 
obvious that a host country will not allow its economy to be 
wrecked by overnight withdrawal of foreign investments. The 
host country will be ready to legislate against the fight of for- 
eign funds if it is forced to. So the arguments that Saudi Arabia 
can use its American investments as “weapons" are, at best, 
misled and. at worst, misleading. 

Coupled with Saudi Arabia's economic restraint, has been 
its political moderation. It is no secret that Saudi officials 
have never been enthusiastic about the Sadat initiative. But 
; they have been equally determined not to stand in the way 
of President Sadat as be probed the prospects of peace. The 
. statement supporting the Camp David summit has gone a 
long way toward defusing a campaign on Capitol Hill to blame 
Saudi Arabia for President Sadat's recent hardline posture. A 
letter to this effect calculated in the Senate has now been 
folded. 

But political and economic moderation is not without a 
price. In supporting the Camp David summit, the Arabs have 
absolutely no illusions about its chances of success if it is left 
for Menahem Begin to decide. The idea is that the U.S. mast 
bring meaningful pressure to bear on the Israeli side to ac- 
cept an honorable solution. President Sadat has already ruled 
1 out any partial settlement and this reflects the Saudi and the 
general Arab line. Begin started the countdown for the Camp 
■ David talks with an announcement of new settlements in the 
West Bank and his latest peace offer has centered on a partial 
settlement in a part of Sinai. 

The Arab disillusionment with the Carter policies is equal 
only to their expectations after he took over. He can still prove 
them wrong or make the disillusionment complete. 
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Better stop redding those polls.

WASHINGTON— 
“There will be no more rais- 
ing of voices at this table or 
this government will not be 
worthy of its name." These 
words, uttered by Menahem 
Begin in late July, were an ex- 
pression of outrage and sur- 
prise at the increasing conflict 
over foreign policy within the 
Begin government. 

Despite the fact that the polls 
generally support Begin as hav- 
ing done a good job, he is fac- 
ing increasingly open opposition 
from the “Peace Now” advo- 
cates who “feel we are speak- 
. ing for the silent majority in 
Israel.” 

From within the traditionally 
unanimous foreign policy elite, 
chasms of dissent are opening 
and growing wider each day. 
In a debate when Begin was 
forced to defend his health, 
Yigal Allon surprised the Knes- 
set by urging him to resign: 
“What a Wind alley you've 

brought us to, "Allon said, al- 
luding to the recent losses in 
the U.S. Congress. American 
public opinion and even among 
American Jews. “Mr. Prime 

Minister, resign. Return to serve 
the people in the opposition as 
you did with great talent.” 
These recent explosions in 
the Knesset, cabinet reactions 
against Begin's policies, the 

“Peace Now" pickets and the 
increasing isolation of Israel in 
world opinion, should not be 
taken as clear evidence that 
Begin is weakened and on his 
way out. instead these heated 
reactions should be seen as 

symptoms of more moment than 
a single prime minister's poli- 
tical career. They provide a 
dear insight into recent Israeli 
foreign policy dedsions, espe- 
cially when contrasted with the 
relative lack of conflict within 
Israel's foreign policy elite since 
the early 1950's.

that “future contacts between 
Egypt and Israel will have to 
be at a ‘reciprocal’ rank." 
Ariel Sharon's reprimand of 
Peres’ action as “inexcusable." 
was to make the same point 
clear: Israeli foreign policy 
decision-making is the province 
of the Prime Minister and his 
select inner elite. 

This open and sudden frac- 
tionalizing in Israel's tradition- 
ally tight knit leadership has. 
rightly, engendered a great deal 
of international concern. An 
explanation is available when 
one looks closely at the differ- 
ences between Begin and Weiz- 
man or Peres. To take the posi- 
tion that there is no significant 
variance between the indivi- 
duals or warring factions, or 
to categorically refuse to search 
for the basis of disagreement 
is a potentially catastrophic 
naivete as the world prepares 
for the Camp David summit, 
which is increasingly seen as a 
“last ditch” attempt at peace.

For the past three years the 
government of President Didier 
Ratsiraka has been moving out 
out of the Western orbit into 
the non-aligned camp.

Two men suffering from the 
current climate of intrigue and 
rumor .are Steven Kingsley and 
Christopher Williams, British 
citizens detained in Tananarive 
since last September. 

Although they have not been 
officially charged with any 
crime, they have been accused 
by the government, and in the 
local press, of participating in 
Rhodesian sanctioos-bustang, 
smuggling arms into Madagas- 
car, and illegally communicat- 
ing with South Africa. Last 
month the government issued 
an order extending their deten- 
tion for a further six months. 

Their saga began in June 


At this point Kingsley, a 
British salvage agent and a 
resident in Madagascar, where 
he was reportedly attempting 
to establish a salvaging com- 
pany, entered the picture. He 
inspected the ship -and had it 
towed into Madagascar’s main 
port, Diego Soares, where it is 
still being held by Malagasy 
authorities. Kingsley was sub- 
sequently arrested and accused 
of not having Malagasy resi- 
dence and work permits. 

Also arrested was Williams, 
•Kingsley’s London solicitor, 
who was accused of "unlawful 
•use of telecommunications 
equipment on board ship,” ap- 
parently because be attempted 
to communicate with Rhodesia 
or South Africa — which is a 
major salvage base. 

In November the two men 
were released on bail, but were 
rearrested the following day 
and accused of “offenses in 
relation to the internal and ex- 
ternal security of the state.” 
Rumors spread that the ship 


British officials are clearly 
worried about the case, which 
is further straining relations 
between the two countries. Bri- 
tain closed its embassy in Ma- 
dagascar on economic grounds 
in 1976 and since then affairs 
have been handled by the Bri- 
tish High Commission in Tan- 
zania. Madagascar retaliated 
iby shutting down its embassy in 
London. 

Since then Britain has been 
trying to patch up relations by 
quadrupling its aid, but the 
Kingsley-WIlliams affair has 
not helped. Consular officials 
who have been visiting the two 
jailed men are extremely reluc- 
tant to talk of the case. One 
would say only that prison con- 
ditions are adequate and “the 
case is moving along.” 

Despite the security-cons- 
ciousness of the present Mala- 
gasy government, the country 
has no political prisoners ex- 
cept for foreigners. Even Ma- 
dagascar's former president, 
Philibert Tsiranana, who was 
overthrown in 1972, was allow- 
ed to live peacefully in his 
home in the capital until his 
death earlier this year. As one 
Western diplomat concedes, 
“Madagascar's record on hu- 
man rights is good. They stand 
out against an African back- 
ground." — (G)

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.— 

The contradictions and incon- 
sistencies of President Jimmy 
Carter’s administration’s foreign 
policy are real. But could an- 
other president do much better? 
We judge the success of U.S. 
diplomacy by reference to a 
golden age that we idealize: the 
postwar years when the United 
States dominated the world 
stage. But two major revolutions 
have occurred. 

The first revolution affects 
America's position in the world. 

Relative power declined in 
an infinitely more complex 
world. Thirty years ago our 
allies were our dependents, and 
our main adversary had been 
ravaged by war. Our military 
and economic power was over- 
whelming. Today, Western 
Europe and Japan have beoorae 
major centers of economic 
power. By comparison, Ameri- 
ca’s productivity and technolo- 
gical lead have fallen. The 
Soviet Union has devoted much 
of its growth to catching up 
with our military advance. 
While the members .of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries remain deve- 
loping countries in need of 
Western assistance, our depen-

The Israeli premier started 
saying that the occupation of 
the West Bank was an un dis- 
putable right of the Jews. 

With their military supre- 
macy and international conspi- 
racies against the Palestinians, 
(he Jews retreat to that .stand 
whenever they are subjected to 


any pressure, the paper added. 

Nevertheless, none other than 
Primier Begin himself saying 
that shocked American public 
opinion and provided Ame- 
ricans with the opportunity to 
learn more about facts in the 
Middle East. 

The U.S. will have to find 
middle way between its support 
of the Jews in Palestine and 
their response to peace efforts, 
if it really wants to become a 
party to peace negotiations. 
Otherwise, it said the Camp 
David conference will prove to 
be no more than flogging a 

dead horse.

dence and that of our allies on 
outside oil have made them 
powers to be reckoned with. 

Economic issues in which the 
East-West conflict plays little 
role have become major items 
on statesmen's agendas because 
of the collapse of the interna- 
tional monetary order, the re- 
volt of the developing countries 
against the rich and the com- 
bined recession and inflation 
in the capitalist industrial world. 

The United States finds itself 
in a most uncomfortable posi- 
tion. Its two biggest assets — . 
military might and economic 
power — do not guarantee quick 
and successful outcomes. Given 
the risks of escalation, we must 
avoid military clashes with our 
chief adversary. Using forces 
against bis proxies can be dis- 
astrous. as we discovered in 
Vietnam, jf the regime we try 
to beds ter proves incapable of 
standing on its own feet, and 
if our adversary skillfully iden- 
tifies with a popular cause. 

We are too eager to export 
our own goods — grain to the 
Russians, planes to the Euro- 
peans, arms everywhere — and 
too dependent on outside energy 
and raw materials to use our 
wealth and technology as a 
stick, and we are in tough com- 
petition with our allies when 
we want to use it as a carrot. 

In a world of 150 states, 
most of which have only recent, 
iy been emancipated from 
colonialism into poverty, many 
of which are tyrannies, and al- 
most all of which resist attem- 
pts at being enlisted into the 
cold war— although they do 

not mind enlisting one or the 
other superpower for their own 
causes— the United States can- 
not behave as if the dominant 
issue in world affairs were the 
struggle of freedom against 
tyranny. This would be either 
a recipe for isolation or a hypo- 
critical and vain formula for 
trying to turn the clock back. 

And yet the persistent con- 
test between the superpowers 
makes it impossible to look at 
the world as a fragmented ag-

glomeraiion of discrete c< 
fiicts. each one to be resol' 
exclusively on its merits. B<

HOUSTON — A huge, silver 
structure rises out of the Texas 
prairie. Outside, the lOWegree 
heat buckles the parking lot 
encircling the massive building. 
Inside, all is cool, calm and 
controlled. 

The Dome. It’s been called 
the Eighth Wonder of the 
World, the Taj Mahal of all 
stadia, ihe modern-day Colos- 
seum. The world’s first, all-pur- 
pose, air-conditiooed sports 
stadium, it attracts more than 
four million persons annually. 

It' s been almost 14 years 
since the Houston Astrodome 
first opened its doors. Since 
then, other domed stadiums 
have appeared across the United 
States. Those new stadiums 
might be bigger but, as Astro- 
dome officials point out, they're 
not necessarily better than the 
Dome. 

Cost of the Dome in 1965 
was S205 million for the stru- 
cture, S3 rruDion for the land, 
and $7 million for access roads 
and parking lot — a total of S31 
million. Another S6 million pro. 
vided an electrical scoreboard, 
53 private “luxury" suites and 
three restaurants. Today, the 
Dome would cost $120 million 
to build, according to Paul 
Darst, assistant public relations 
manager for Astrodome Corp. 

Just how big a bargain the 
Astrodome was is shown when 




the cost is compared to that of 
recently-built stadia. The Seat- 
tle (Wash.) Kingdom?, complet- 
ed in 1977, cost S60 million, or 
$20 million more- than the ori- 
ginal $40 million predicted cost. 
The New Orleans Superdome 
cost SI 80 million. Even- un- 
covered stadia now cost more 
than the Dome did. Philadelp- 
hia's Veterans Stadium cost $50 
million, Cincinnati's Riverfront 
Stadium cost $44 million, and 
Pittsburgh's Three Rivers Sta- 
dium 540 million. 

It even cost $45 million to 
rebuild New York's Yankee 
Stadium, a structure that origi- 
nally cost $2.5 million. 

1 It was an architectural oddity 
in its time, one that rose over 
the prairie with its own share 
of problems. Officials- had ori- 
ginally hoped ' to grow grass 
under the light panels; the grass 
refused to grow, and the Dome 
was in danger of becoming the 
Dust Bowl. The resulting dilem- 
ma led to the invention of' 
Astroturf, the artificial playing 
surface of synthetic grass that 
wound up taking other stadia — 
even the outdoor ones — by 

storm. 

Besides its low initial cost, 
the versatility of the Dome re- 
mains the secret to its continu- 
ing success. 

“The Dome is in full utiliza- 
tion While other domes often 
sit idle," -said Martin Kelly, 
vice president and chief operat- 


ing officer of Astrodome Corp. 

Over 25 acres of floor space 
cater to baseball (with 45,000 
seats provided), -football, basket, 
ball, conventions, boxing mat- 
ches, rock concerts, rodeos, car 
races, tennis tournaments and 
even bullfights. 

A group of non -Texan tour- 
ists watched in amazement re- 
cently as the Dome's playing 
field was convened from a 
baseball diamond to a soccer 
field in a matter of hours. 

“The (New Orleans) Super- 
dome is newer, but it seems 
like all they ever do there is.

First, several days before the 
Bonn summit, French and West 
German leaders reached tenta- 
tive agreement on the establish- 
ment of a European economic 
fund which would act to tie 
exchange rates of European 
nations together so as to stab- 
lize oscillations resulting from 
the dotiar-centered exchange . 
rate system. Though this falls 
short of global stablization. 
which Solomon suggests, it does 
indicate that the need for ex- 
change rates which provide in- 
sulation from the effects of in- 
creased interdependence is wide- 
ly felt among key decision- 
makers in the industrialized 
world. 

Second, the Bonn summit it- 
self was the fourth regular 
meeting of the economic leaders 
of the industrial West which 
convened for the purpose of 
management and coordination 
of the crumbling economic or- 


der. The Bonn meeting was 
the most recent formal effort 
to provide management of the 
international economic system 
where the Bretton-Woods sys- 
tem had failed. 

The significance of these two 
events must not be lost. So- 
lomon tells us that the Bretton- 
Woods system is in inevitable 
decline and that the world eco- 
nomy is characterized by in- 
creasing interdependence, ex- 
ascerbating the problems of a 
system in decline. Solomon 
also notes that the failing Bret- 
ton-Woods system set a prece- 
dent for planned international 
economic systems. But So- 
lomon fails to link up with this 
concept at the conclusion of 
his book, leaving the reader to 
make a significant connection 
for himself — that economic 
summits like the Bonn meeting 
are, fundamentally, forums for 
the planning and construction 
of the international economic 
system which will replace the 


failing Bretton-Woods system. 
It is ' at meetings such as the 
Bonn* summit that “a set of 
guidelines and criteria for joint 
management" will be devised. 

The agenda and decisions' of 
the Bonn summit, on the sur- 
face, seem to be involved only 
with the management of in- 
ternal economic relations 
among the developed world. 
The management of these re- 
lations is, in itself, a fundamen- 
tal structural change in ihe in- 
ternational economic system. 
However, the Bonn summit 
also addressed North-South re- 
lations directly when it consid- 
ered the proposal for an insti- 
tutionalized transfer of high 
technology from the industrial 
world to the developing world, 
financed by surpluses from oil 
producing countries. Such a 
proposal concerns basic struc- 
tural relationships among the 
major economic regions of the 
world.

Saudi clubs set for season

JEDDAH — On September 
7th, the opening matches of 
the 1978 Saudi Teague season 
take place in Jeddah, Riyadh 
and Dammam, and the top 
Saudi clubs are currently fina- 
lizing their preparations for 
what promises to be a very 
exciting season. 

The sides wind} finished in 
-the top two places in last year’s 
competition — Al-Ahli and Al- 
Nasr — should again be in the 
forefront in the struggle for 
the honors. Jeddah's Al-Ahli, 
winner of both the league and 
the King's Cup last year, has 
a settled side which will prove 
difficult to beat. Al-Ahli, coa- 
ched by Brazilian Didi, will 
rely on Amin Dabbo and Imad 
Khojaly to get the goals, while 
the main inspiration in mid- 
field will be expected to come 
from the cultured Ahmed Al- 
Sagir, who was recently clea- 
red by -FIFA to play for Saudi 
Arabia and was with the Saudi 
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national squad on its two- 
month tour of Sweden and 
England. 

AfrNasr likewise will field 
much the same side as last sea- 
son. and will have Saudi in- 
ternationals Saleh Mirwan, 
Towfiq Migren, Yousif Kha- 
ims and Majid Abdulla as the 
basis for a strong team. 

These two contenders could 
well' be challenged this season 
by two dubs which have been 
active in the transfer market 
during the summer months. The 
most prominent has been the 
1977 league winner Al-Hi!al 
from Riyadh, which signed 
Brazilian World Cup star Ro- 
berto Rivelino from Fluminen- 
se. Al-Hilai will be hoping that 
Rivelino's influence in attack 
will bring the Riyadh side the 
goals it needs to take advan- 
tage of a strong defensive line- 
up. 

The second Jeddah club, Al- 
ittihad, has also been streng- 
thening its squad of players. 


Although Al-i(tihad will be 
without Tunisian Tamim Huza- 
mi, it has signed G bum maid 
and Kbuwaini, two of the pla- 
yers who helped Tunisia to its' 
impressive displays in Argenti- 
na, and Swedish center-forward 
Sjoberg, who was also in Ar- 
gentina for the World Cup. 
Coaching the side is Dettmar 
Crammer, the coach of the Ba- 
yern Munich side which won 
the World Club championship 
in 1976, and with Crammer'.s 
experience and the backing of 
an enthusiastic Jeddah support. 
Ai-Jttihad should improve on 
last-year’s disappointing perfor- 
mance. 

Although it is to be expected 
that the eventual league cham- 
pion will be one of these four 
dubs, this season should pro- 
tide one of the most open com- 
petitions for some time, and 
the winner may not be decided 
until <hc leading sides play each 
other in tbe final matches next 
May.

Hua-tour of Yugoslavia 
stresses modernization 


BELGRADE, Aug. 23 (il)— 
Chinese leader Hua Kuo-feng 
Wednesday inspected a farming 
complex and engineering works, 
emphasizing his interest in 
rapid modernisation of the 
Chinese economy and in Yugo- 
slavia's unorthodox system of 
workers' self-management. 

Hua. prime minister and 
Communist Party chairman, 
was cheered by thousands of 
workers as he toured the huge 
complexes near Belgrade on the 
third day of his nine-day visit 
to Yugoslavia, last stop on his 
historic European tour. 

Officials said Hua was eager 
to study the decentralized Yu- 
goslav system with its flexible 
management structure and. pro- 
duction incentives. 

Hua’s visit to Romania and 
nonaligned Yugoslavia, both 
Communist . Balkan countries 
pursuing policies independent 
of Moscow, has deeply angered 
the Kremlin, which has accus- 
ed him of trying to split the 
world Communist movement. 
He has used the trip as a plat- 
form to condemn Soviet expan- 
sionist policies. 

Hua Wednesday completed 
his first rounds of talks with 
President Tito. They discussed 
world problems such as the 
Sino-Soviet ideological and bor- 
der feuds, China's dispute with 
Vietnam, the Horn of Africa 
and world Communism. 

Before geuing down to fur- 
ther talks, Hua will leave here 
Thursday for Skopje, capital of 
the southern constituent repub- 
lic of Macedonia bordering BuL 
garia and Albania. 

China last month cut off all 
military and economic aid to 
Stalinist Albania which has 
launched bitter attacks on Pek- 
ing, accusing it of trying to 
turn the Balkan region into a 


powderkeg and 1 allying itself 
with Western imperialists. 

Yugoslavia has a sizeable Al- 
banian ethnic minority, estima- 
ted at more than a million, and 
Belgrade's relations with Tirana 
are always delicate. 

Western diplomats said Hua's 
Skopje visit was bound to 
disturb Bulgaria, engaged in 
often .bitter polemics with 
Yugoslavia over the status of 
Macedonians on both sides of 
their border. Yugoslavia has ac- 
cused Bulgaria of their deny- 
ing existence as a separate 
ethnic and culcural group. 

Bulgaria, a staunch Soviet 
ally, last week accused China 
of inciting armed conflicts to 
further its designs of global do- 
mination. 


The terrorists first said their 
demands must be met by dawn 
Wednesday but the government 
requested a 24-hour extension. 

During the day, government 
troops pulled, hack 300 meters 
from the palace in compliance 
with one of the demands. 

It was not known whether' 
the terrorists had threatened 
to harm the hostages if their 
demands were not met. 

The terrorists also want mem- 
bers of their National Libera- 
tion Front who are in jail re- 
leased and transported to Ve- 
nezuela, Mexico or Panama, 
publication of a statement, and 
government acceptance of pay 
demands by. hospital workers 
who have been on strike for the 
past month. 

Nicaragua has been in almost 
constant turmoil since the be- 
ginning of this year, when a 
newspaper editor and outspo- 
ken critic of the government, 
Joaquin Chamorro, was shot 
dead. 

Opposition groups have per- 
sistently demanded the resigna- 
tion of Somoza, whose family 
have run the country for more 
than 40 years.

“It asserts anew its commit- 
ment to this principle together 
with determination to defend 
itself against all forms of in- 
trigue, whatever their source, 
and with all the means at its 
disposal ” the statement added 
The PCC- meeting, attended 
by PLO and Fateh leader Yas- 
ser Arafat, was chaired by Pa- 
lestine National Council speaker 
Khaled Fahoum. 

The statement said the 55- 
member PCC discussed current 
political developments concern- 
ing the Palestine case. 

It described the situation in 


Lebanon as “part of a cons- 
piracy” to impose American 
solutions in the area. The PLO 
was determined to confront the 
conspiracy by respecting ag- 
reements with the legal Leb- 
anese authorities and streng- 
thening relations with Lebanese 
leftists and .Syria. 

The council praised Syrian- 
Palestinian relations and called 
for cooperation with the Soviet 
Union, Eastern Block and fri- 
endly countries. 

It said the council should be 
convened again during the third 
week of September to ratify 
recommendations taken by the 
committee in charge of national 
unity. 

The council meeting was boy- 
cotted by the Rejection Front 
of Palestinian command groups 
opposed to negotiated settle- 
ment of ihe Middle East crisis.
